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According to CDC, AIDS prevention activities were funded at the level of $104 
million in fiscal year (FY) 1987 and an expected $177.7 million in FY 1988.

In July 1987, CDC made availabie suppiemental federal funds for minority groups 
and organizaticns with AIDS education projects and programs. These funds 
epresented the st of a cont inuing effort to contract ae Sate y groups and 
coal: ions that rep:

thrust of the information/education service ery effort in minority 
communities be accomplished by funding minority community groups and 
organizations. By doing so, CDC hopes to bring to the federal, state and local 
AIDS efforts the needed identification and cultural sensitivity which would: 
1) raise the awareness of federal, state and local education and drug abuse 
agencies about minority community needs and limited resources; 2) raise 
awareness in minority neighborhoods and commnity about the threat of AIDS and 
what the individual can do to prevent the spread; and 3) provided federal and 
state authorities with acceptable projects best able to address AIDS education 
in minority communities.

This memo speaks of the collective effort among Blacks to organize local. 
activity against AIDS which can effectively address the funding and decision 
making issues identified in the "Black Resolution" delivered at the August 7-9, 
1987, CDC Conference on AIDS IN MINORITY POPULATIONS. 


The Center for Disease Control (CDC) designated October 1987, as AIDS aware- 
ness month. Equally important, is that during this AIDS awareness month, 
leaders in black communities accross the country will endeavor to enable black 
church groups, clubs, community groups and organizations to not only participate 
in but also to have in put in the federal, state and local AIDS initiatives 
designed for black neighborhoods. 


In black communities across the nation, positive steps are being taken to set in 
place a viable structure designed to provide strong effective black: 
representation and input in the federal, state, and local AIDS programs. The 
counsensus of opinions among the black clergy, community groups, clubs and 
organizations from various states opts for the formation of a task force 
framework structured around a network of active community based organizations.
